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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' amendments to claims have been entered. Claims 7 and 8 have been 
canceled. Claims 1-6 are pending. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Pages 5-7, filed 6/30/2009, with respect to Fig. 12 
and claims 1-5 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The objection of 
drawing, the rejection of claims 1 and 2 under 35 USC 102(b) and rejection of claims 1- 
6 under 35 USC 103(a) have been withdrawn. 

3. Claims 1 -6 have been found to be allowable over the prior art of record. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. Claims 1-6 are novel over the closest prior art JP 2002-372231 to Tsuda et al. 
because Tsuda et al. do not teach a fuel supply port protecting mechanism including an 
opening in which a driving portion is inserted, the driving portion being provided in an 
insertion port of the liquid fuel cell in which the fuel cartridge is inserted, and a film that 
closes the opening. It would not have been obvious to include the above features into 
the fuel feeding device of Tsuda et al. Other prior art includes CA 2 467 093 to Deinzer 
et al. Because Deinzer et al. do not teach a fuel supply port protecting mechanism 
including a door, and a lock mechanism for locking the door so that the door does not 
open, an opening in which a driving portion is inserted, the driving portion being 
provided in an insertion port of the liquid fuel cell in which the fuel cartridge is inserted, 
and a film that closes the opening. It would not have been obvious to include the above 
features into the fuel cartridge of Deinzer et al.
